liued,cuerſince my arriuallto the /olonre; 
what hath beene the ſuſt occaſion of my 
ſudden departure thence ; and in whar 
rermes I haue left the ſame ; The ra- 


ther becauſe Iperceiueghat fincemy com- 


minginto England, {uchacoldnefle and 1r. 
*cl{olutionis bred, inma ny of the 4duontt- 
es, that ſome of them ſecke to withdraw 
thoſe painets, whichtheynhaueſubſcribed 
towards ihe Charge of tne Plantation, and 
by which thate4&#z2 muſt bee fupported 
and maimained; making rhis my rcturne,

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| the colour of their needlefle backwardnes: 
and vniuſt procration, Which, that you 
may the better vnderſtand, I muſt intorme 
your Lordihips,thatpreſently aftermy ar-. 
riual it Zames Towne; was welcommed by 


2 hoteand violent Ague, which held mee a 
time, till by the aduice of my Phy ſition, 
DoRor Lavrence Bohur, (by blood letting) 
I was recouered, as inmy firſt Letters by 
Sir Thomas Gates | haue informed you, 
That diſeaſe had notlong left me, tii({with- 
_ inthreeweekes after I had gotten a little 
irength)Ibegan to be diſtempered with 
other greeuous ſickneſfles, which ſucce{- 
4 fuely & ſeuerally aſſailed me: for beſides 
a relapſe into the former diſeaſe, which 
with much more violence held me more 
tiena moneth, and brought me to great 
weakenclle,the Flux ſurpriſed me,and kept 
mm 
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4 Relation tothe Comfel of Virginea 
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me manydaies; then the Crampe aflaulted 
my weak body,with ſtrong paines;&atrer.. 
wards the Gout (with which I had heere. 
rofore beene ſometime troubled) atflicted 
mee in ſuch forr, that making my body 
through weakeneſſevnable to ſtirre, orto 
vſeany maner of cxerciſe, drew vpon me 
the diſeaſe calledtheScuruy;which though 
in others it be a {ickneſle of flothfuinefle, 
yetwas1n me aneffct of weakneſſe, which 
ncuer left me, till I was VPam"n pount to 
leaucthe world. 

Theſe ſcuerall maladics andcalamities,l 
am the moredclirousto particulariſe vnto 
your Lordlhips (although they were too 
notorious to the whole Colonte) left any 
man thould miſdeeme that vnder the ge- 


neralname and comonexcule of ficknes, [ 


went about to clokeeither floth, or fearc,

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or anie cther baſe apprehenſion , vn- 
worthythc high and Honourable charge, 
which you had entruſted. to my _ 
litie. | | 

In theſe extremities I reſolued to con- 
ſult my triends, vvho (fhnding Nature 
ſpent in mee, and my body almoit con- 
lumed, my paines likewiſe daily encrea- 
{ing) gaue me aduile to preferre a hope- 
full recouery , beforc au atlured ruine, 
which muſt neceſlarily haue enſued, had - 
I liued, but twenty dayes longer, in Vir- 
zinia; wantingat that inſtant, both food 
and Phyfcke, tit to remedy ſuch extraor- 
dinary diſcaſes, and reſtore that firength | 
{o deſperately decayed. 

VVhereupon, after a long confulta- 
tion held, I reſohued by generall conſent 


and perſwaſion to ſhippe my lelte for 
B Meuts,

Meuis, an Iflandin the VVeſt akon, hs 
4n0us for vyholeſome Bathes, there to. 
try what help the Heauenly Prouidence 


. would afford mee, by the bencht of the 


hot Bath : But GOD, who guidcth all 
things, according to his good will and 
pleaſure, ſo prouided, thatafter wee had 
ſailed an hundred Leagues, wee met with 
Southerly windes which forced mee to 
change my purpoſe, (my body being al- 
together vnable to endure the tediou(- 
neſle of along voyage)and ſo ſterye my 
courſe for the VVeſtern Iflands, which 
I no ſooner recoucred , then I found 
help for my health, and my fickenefle 


allwaged , by mcanes of freth diet, and 


eſpecially of Orenges and Lemonds, an 


vndoubted remedy and medicine for that 
diſeaſe, which yy , and fo long, had 
afflicted 


by the Lord De la VVarre. 


2Miced mee : which eaſe as ſoone as 1 
found, I refolued ( although my body 
remained ſtill feeble and weake, to re. 
turne backe to my charge in Virgina a- 
gaine, but I was aduiſcd not to hazard 
my ſelfe before 1 had perfe&ly recoue- 
red my ftrength, which by counſell I 
was perſwaded to ſeeke in the naturall 
Ayre.of my Countrey, and ſo.1 came 
for England, In which Accident, I doubt 
not but men of realon, and of iudge- 
ment will- imagine , there would more 
danger and preiudice haue hapned by my 
death there, then I hope can doe by my 


returne Rel a 
In the next place, I am to giue ac- 
compt in what eſtate 1 left the Collony for 
goucrninentin my abſence, It may pleale 


your Lordſhips therefore to wnderſtand,

that vpon my departure thence, I made 
choiſe of Captaine George Pearcie,(a Gen- 
tleman of honour and reſolution, and of 
no ſmall experience in that place, to rc- 
maine Deputie Gouernour , vntill the 
comming of the Marlhall Sir Thomas - 
Dale, whoſe Commiihon was likewiſe to 
be determined , vpon the arrivalLof S.: 


. Thomas Gates, according tothe intentand 


order of your Lordſhips , and the Coun- 
cill here. 

The number of men I left there , 
were vpward of two hundred, the moit 
in health, and prouided of at leaſt tenne 
moneths viduals, in their ſtore-houle, 


(which is daily _iflued vato them) be- 


ſides other helps in the Countrey , late- 
ly found out by Captaine Argoll by tra- 
ding vvith pettie Kings up thoſe parts, 


who 
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who fora ſmallreturne of apiece of Iron, 
Copper, &C. haue conſented to trucke 
great quantities of Corne, and willingly 


imbrace the intercourſe of Trathque , 
ſhewing_vnto our people certaine ſ1gnes 
of amitieand afte&tion, 

And for the better ſtrengthening and 
ſecuring of the Colony, in thetime of my 
weaknetle there, I tooke order for the 
building of three fcucrall Forts, two of 
which are ſeated neere Poynt Comfort 
to which adioyneth a large Circuit of 
ground , open, and fit for Corne : the 
third Fort is at the Falls , vpon an 1- 
land inuironed alſo with Corne ground, 
Theſe are not all manned, for F wanted 
the commoditie of Boates , hauing but 
t..0, and one Bardgc, in all the Coun- 
trey , which hath beene cauſe that our

fiſhing hath beene (in ſome ſort) hinde. 
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A relation to the Councill of Virginia 
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' red, for waat of thoſe prouifions, which 


eaſily will be remedied when vyce can 
2aine ſulkcient men to be imployed a- 
bout thoſe bulinetles , which in Virgin 
1 found not : but fince mecting witlr 
Sir Thomas Gates at the Cowes neere Port|- 
mouth (to whom 1 gaue a perticular ac- 
compt of all my procecdings,and of the 
preſent eftate of the Collony as 1 left it)I 
vnderſtood thoſe wants are ſupplyed in 
his Fleete. 

The Countrey 15 wonderfull fertile 
and very rich, and makes good whatſoe- 
uer heretofore hath beene reported of it, 
the Cattell already there, are much en- 
creaſed, and thriuc exceedingly with the 
paſture of that Countrey : The Kine all 


this laſt VVinter, though the ground 
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by the Lord De la VVarre, 
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was coucred moſt vvith Snow, and the 
{caſon ſharpe, liacd without other fee- 
ding then the graile they foynd, vvith 
which they proſpered well , and many 
of them readieto fall with Calue ; Milke 
being a great nouriſhment and refreſh- 
ing to our people, ſeruing allo (in occa- 
ſion) as well for Phyjicke as for food, fo 
that it is no way to be doubted, but when 
it ſhall pleaſe God that Sir Thomas Dale, 
and Sir Thomas Gates, {hall arriue in Vir- 
ginia with their extraordinary ſupply of 
one hundred Kine; and two hundred 
Swine, beſides ſtore of all manner of o- 
ther prouiſtons for the ſuſtenance and 
maintenance of the Collony, there vyill 
appeare that fucceſle in the Aftion as 
{hall glue no man cauſe of diſtruſt that 


hath already aduentured, but encourage 
euery

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euery good minde to further ſo worthy 


| a worke, as will redound both to the 


Glory of GOD, to the Credit of our 
Nation , and to the Comfort of all thoſe. 
that haue beene Inſtruments in the turthe- 
ring of it. 

The laſt diſcouery, during my contt- 
nuall {icknefle, was by Captaine- Argoll, 
who hath found a trade with Patamack 
a King as great as Powhatan, vvho fill 
remaines our enemie , though not able. 
to doe vs hurt.) This is in agoodly Ri- 
uer called Patomack , vpon the borders 
whereof there are Crowne the coodLicit 
Trees for Maſts, that may. be found elfe- 
where in the VVorld : Hempe better 
then Englith, growing wilde in aboun- 
dance: Mines of Antimonie and Leade,

to the Northward an excellent fiſhing 
Bancke for Codde, and Ling, as good 
45 can be caten , and of a kinde that 


wall kecpe a whole yeare , in Shippes 


hould , with little care; a tryall whereof 


L now” hauc brought ouer vvith mee. 
Other Iflands there are vpon our Coaits, 
that doe promiſe rich merchandiſe, and 
vvill further exceedingly the eſtabliſh— 
_ ing of the Plantation, by lupply of ma- 
ny helpes , and vvall ſpeedily afford a 
rcturne of many vvorthie Commod+- 
ties, 

1 haue left much ground inpart/ma- 


nured to recciue Corne, hauing cauſedit 


the laſt VVinter to be ſowed for rootes, 

vvith vviuch our people vvyere greatly 
rcleeued. 

"There are many Vines planted in 
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diners places R a doe proſper =P 
there is no vvantof any rhing, it the aQi- 


on can be vpheld with conſtancy and 


reſolution. 

Laſtly, concerning my ſelfe, and my 
courſe , though the VVorld may ima- 
gine that this Countrey and Climate, 
will (by that vvhich+1 haue ſuffered be. 
yond any other of that Plantation ) ill a- 
groe, Vvith the ſtate of my body , yet 
I am fo farre from. ſhrinking or giuing 


ouer-this honourable enterpriſe, as that 


1 am vvilling and ready to lay all I am 
worth vpon the aduenture of the AQi- 


on, rather. then ſo Honourable a worke 


ſhould faile, and to returne vvith all the 


canuenient expedition I may, beſceching 


your Lord(hips, and the reſt , not onely 


to. excule my former wants , happened 
by 
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by the Lord De la VVarre. 


by the Almighty nd but to Fi 
my reſolutions vvith your friendly in- 
deauours : that both the State may re- 
ceiue Honour, your ſelues Profit , and 
1 future Comfort, by being imployed 
(though but as a weake Inſtrument) in 
ſo great an Aion. 

And thus hauing plainely , truely , 
and briefely , delwered the cauſe of my 
returne, vvith the ſtate of our aftayres & 
as wee now ſtand , 1 hope eucry VVor- 
thy and indifferent hearer, will by com- 
paring my preſent reſolution of returne, 
with the neceſfitic ofmy comming home, 
reſt ſatisfhed with this true ; and {hort De-. 
claration. 
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
